Yesterday was a field day in ward 
politics. The city of Los Angeles has 
never before witnessed a primary elec- 
tion in which the interest was so in- 


tense and the vote so large. This was 


| not because the forthcoming .county 


ticket is so engrossing (although no 
doubt it is very important to certain 
politicians,) but because a determined 
and well-organized fight was made in 
certain wards—notably the Second and 
Seventh—to down a corrupt gang of 
bosses who have been dominating the 
party machinery for some time, and 
who have sustained themselves by the 
most flagrant fraud at the primaries. 
As the reputable elements of the party 
turned out in force to maintain a point 
of principle and secure fair play, the 
ward strikers redoubled their efforts. It 
is only fair to say that such a wholesale 
resort to crooked practices, in colonizing 
the riff-raff and voting them over and 
‘ever again in various wards, was never 
before known in this city. Inthe Seventh 
Ward the Reform Club was bulldozed 
out of the right allowed it by the 
County Central Committee to place two 
men inside the polls to scrutinize the 
voting. The outcome was a stuffed 
ballot-box with over 300 fraudulent 
votes init. The judges refused to pro- 
duce the recorded list of. voters when it 
was demanded and kept it to fill in the 
requisite number.of bogus names to jus- 
tify the count. It was altogether as 
high-handed a fraud as was ever per- 
petrated on a lot of Repubiican voters. 
The result of the election, as shown by 
the stuffed ballot, will be contested, and 
the Republican County Convention must 
either seat the contesting delegation or 
acknowledge itself in partnership with 
the lowest of party frauds. 

In the Second Ward a committee of 
inspection was admitted to the polls, 
and here, notwithstanding the crooked 
>work on the outside, a fair count was 
secured. . The result was that the ward 
boss was downed by a majority of 
nearly 200. This ought to result in 
eliminating that boss from the politics 
of the Second Ward. 

Altogether, the outcome was a clear 
triumph for the reform element in the 
party. and-is sure to accomplish much 
good. The reform, however, is only 
just commenced. 


| An Insolvent Trust, 

“The Reading Coal Combine,” a gi- 
gantic railroad trust, formed to control 
the price of anthracite coal in the East, 
is likely toloom up tothe proportions of 
a test case of the laws against such un- 
hallowed combinations. On the 25th 
ult. the combination announced its fifth 
consecutive advance in the price of an- 
thracite toal. The rate has thus been 
raised from $3.25 to %4 per ton, 
and it may go still higher if the grip of 
the combination is not broken. 

On the same day Chancellor McGill of 
New Jersey handed down a decision in 
the suit brought by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, granting an injunction against the 


combination and dissolvingit. Thus the 
Reading combine has nofegal existence, 


but the belief is that it will. continue to 
hoid its corner on the mifirket despite 
the law and the opposition of public 
sentiment. The fight has already been 
carried into politics, Some time ago 
the combine bribed the corrupt Demo- 
cratic Legislature of New Jersey to pass 
an ex post facto law legalizing its organ- 
ization, but such a pressure of public in+ 
dignation .was brought to bear upon 
Gov. Abbett that he vetoed the meas- 
ure. And that is the status of the fight 
at the present time. The combine, by 
its acts, if not by its words, is pro- 
pounding the question to the public, 
‘What are you going to do about it?’ 
} What-they ought to do, if there is 
warrant in law forit, is to have a re. 
ceiver appointed to take charge of the 
entire property and the property of all 
the railroads concerned in it.” If these 
| big corporations cannot be made to 
| abide by the law in any other way, 


their property should be confiscated by 
the State. It was not long ago that a 
court placed a receiver in charge of 
the property of a big sugar trust in this 
State that was violating the Jaw.

‘Fallacies of Free Trade,’’ ‘‘Protection 
the Farmers’ Only Security,” ‘Facts 
About Wool and Woolens,” and other 
works. In this book the author-says, 
under the sub-head of ‘‘The Volume of 
Money in Circulation”: 
The advocates of free coinage are 
claiming that the dull times and low 
prices we have had for the last few 


that there has been a shrinkage in the 
volume of money per capita, owing to 
the demonetization of silver in 1873. 
The falseness of these claims will be 
readily discovered bv an examination of 
the tables giving the coinage of our 
mints and the volume of money in cir- 
culation, which are found on paee 111 
of the treasury report for 1891.

During thecight years from.1865 to 
1878, the year silver.was demonetized 
by law, the money increased only $4,- 
$15,855; population increased 6,929, - 
000, and the money circulation de- 
creased $2.53 per capita. 

During the five yearsfrom 1878 to 
1878, the vear the bill to stop the de- 
struction of legal tender notes was 
passed, the money increased”$16,807,- 
966; population increased 5,921,000, 
and the money incirculation decreased

From 1878 to 1891 the money, in- 
creased $1,403,970,499; the amount 


population increased $16,877,000, and 
the money circulation increased $8.09 
per capita. | 

This enormous increase in the total 
amount of money in the country and in 
the circulation per capita has been in 
gold and silver certificates, for there 
has been an actual decrease of $51,- 
147,752 in_faper circulation since 
1878, thus showing that the large in- 
crease inthe volume of money in circn- 
lation has been in coin, or certificates, 
its immediate representative. 

There has never been a time in our 
country’s history when there was s0 
large and so rapid an increase of the 
very best quality of money as during 
the period from 1878 ta,id892. We 
have the largest per capita circulation 
ofany important commercial country 
excepting France. The per capita cir- 
culation of gold, silver and paper, in 


the four principal nations of the world 
are as follows:

The Trend of Waces. 

The Democratic argument that wages 

are higher in the United States than in 
the gid world principally. because our 
country is not so densely populated— 
because there is-more land per capita 
and a greater portion of the people are 
free to follow agriculture—is frequently 
invoked John P. Irish, in the Stockton 
.Mail, having set out to elaborate this 
idea, and having published statistics to 
show that the United States ought to 
pay higher wages than Great Britain, 
because England’s population is twenty- 
six times as-dense as ours, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle comes back at him with 
some figures that are a ‘clincher.’ 
The Chronicle snbmits the proposition 
that, if this were true, wages in Ger- 
many, Italy and France should be 
higher than in England, and those in 
‘Ritssia, greater than in any other Euro- 
pean country. But the reverse is the 
case, as the table furnished by Mr. Irish 
}shows. This table gave the population 
‘pet’ sqnate mile of the countries men- 
tioned, and the rate of wages according 
to an authority accepted by Mr. Irish, 
for purposes of argument.

~ fhe Bulldozing Minority, 

Of the 65,000,000 population of the 
United States, about 20,000,000 are 
wage-oarners, and of these about 12,- 
000,000 are engaged in industrial vo- 
cations. Itis among these alone that 
labor organizations exist. Their mem- 
bership, in all, is estimated at not over 
2,000,000 at the outside, so that there 
are » 10,000,000 unorganized wage- 
earners étigaged in the same industries, © 
besides 8,00,000 in other-callings. 
Yet:the 2,000,000 organized workmen 
aré trying to control and bulldoze not 
only 10,000,000 fellow-workmen, but 
the 8,000,000 other wage-earners as 
well as their own employers, and to 
cause embarrassmént and loss to the 
rest of the whole community unless 
whatever exactions they may seek to 
enforce are conceded. 

This substantiates the declaration 
hitherto made by Tse Trves that ‘‘or- 
ganized labor,”’ as the term is generally 
construed, does not represent the cause 
of labor in the broader sense. It isa 
mere faction of laborers banded to- 
gethertotyrannize over its own mem- 
bers, to persecute workmen not within 
its ranks and to dominate employers. 
To the ultra members of trades unions 
there’ are no rights of labor except 
those which inhere to members of their 
own organizations. A non-union man 
they say has no right to work or to. 
exist. And so they drive him out to 
starve, or beat him over the head, or 
shoot him down if he attempts to peace- 
ably follow his trade. 

They go farther than that—these’ 
self-constituted champions of ‘“‘organ- 
ized labor’’—for if a man belongs to a

In 1889 there were only 
eleven manufacturers of pearl buttons 
in the United States. Forthe bulk of 
our supply of these indispensable little 
articles we were dependent upon 
Europe—upon the convict labor of Aus- 
tria and the wretchedly-paid, ignorant .

But there can be no question that pearl 
buttons really did cost our merchants 
much more fora time—this being one 
of the few instances in which a genuine 
increase in price resulted from the new 
legislation. 

American manufacturers, however, 
were quick to utilize the opportunity 
which the aew tariff gave them.

A Noble Rally for Reform in 
Ward

The Boss Snowed Under in tho Sec- 
ond Ward. 


Serenth Ward Ballot Bex Stuffed With 
Over 300 Fraudulent Votes— Noto- 
riously Unfair and Crooked 
Proceedings. 


‘Republican primary elections to se- 


ect delegates for the coming county 


convention were held all over the 
county yesterday afternoon. In this 
city the greatest interest ever taken in 
a primary election was manifested. In 
fact, the fight was red-hot in every 
ward whére there was a contest. Two 
tickets were inthefield in the Second 
Ward, three in the Third and twoin the 
Seventh. No actual disorder occurred, 
except in the Seventh Ward, when 
Capt. Blennerhassett became excited 
and drew a revolver. He was escorted 
up to the office of the Chief of Police. 

An extraordinarily large vote was 
polled. This was due to two causes. 
The better elements of the party turned 
out more generally than ever before, 
and gang’? were correspondingly 
active with their repeaters. The colo- 
nization of the riff-raff of both parties 
was openly carried on. Men were 
taken in carriages from polls to polls, 
and. after they had voted at each, some 
of them changed dats with their neigh- 
bors, took a new set of names and made 
another -round. Some changed coats 
and repeated without changing the 
polling-place. Money was used to buy 
yoters all through the afternoon at the 
Second Ward polls. A candidate for 
Sherif handled the sack. The prr- 
chaseable cattle were herded in a room 
back of a saloon and were then given 
$i or $2 apiece to vote “the gang’s’’ 
ticket. 

The Great Register was not used for 
reference, and very few challenges 
were allowed. Almost everybody who 
applied and gave his name voted. 

One well-known Democratic ward 
striker was particularly active all the 
afternoon and boasted that he had run 
in about forty Democratic votes. Men 
from outside the ward were brought in, 
and the tough element from Alameda 
street were particularly noticeable. 

Notwithstanding all of these things 
the gang was handsomely downed all 
along the line where a fair show-down 
was given. 

In the Seventh Ward about 300 tick- 
ets were stiffed into the ballot-box, 
ostensibly giving the victory to ‘the 
gang:"’ The election, however, is to be 


- contested.

They presented an interested 
and-determined appearance as they 
marched up the street, and evidently 
wenf for business. It was found that 
the polling-piace had been changed 
from the cerner of Ord and Néw High 
streets, as located by the Executive Com- 
mittee, to the corner of Ord and Buena 
Vista streets. No reason for the 
change was given. Against this mem- 
bers of the Protective. League filed a 
written protest. 

Mr. McCall, the objectionable judge, 
did not put in an appearance and his 
place was taken by J. W. Gregory. 

As‘soon as the polls were open repre- 
sentatiyes of the Protective League 
made application for the admission of a 
committee of two to the polls to scan 
the balloting. This was objected to by 
E.J. Niles, who demanded by what 
authority this was asked.

He made a 
motion as if to draw the dagger and 
then, seeming to change his mind, 
stepped back to the table and drew 
from a drawer in it a formidable-look- 
ing navy revolver. With this he ad- 
vanced to the window and, leveling it 
atthe headof Fred A. Duy, who was 
standing in front, swore that he would 
shoot the head off any man 
who attempted to enter the room. 
‘“Shame!shame!’’ *‘Putup your gun,”’ 
“Put up your gun,’’ came from the 
crowd. Capt. Knox appealed to his asso- 
ciates not to precipitate violence, and in 
a minute or two the menacing weapon 
was laid aside. A couple of policemen 
then came up. The members of the 
club appealed to them to see fair play, 
and, after they had seen the creden- 
tials, they requested the judges to ad- 
mit the committee of two. This being 
refused, they had no authority to in- 
terfere, and thus left matters. 
Meanwhile two or three wagon loads 
of ward strikers under the leadérship 
of Fred Smith had arrived, and these 
men swarmed around, clamoring to 
vote. Reaching over the heads of the 
‘protestants, Blennerhassett took the 
tickets from these men ‘and plunked 
them into the ballot-box without so 
much as inquiring their names or places 
of residence. The votes were chal- 
lenged as they wentin, but this made 
no difference. 
lots were thus thrown into the box. By 
the time ‘“‘the gang’’ had got their 
votes in, matters began to quiet down 
and members of the club proceeded to 
vote. Then the proceedings were more 
regular, and a registry of the voters 
was kept. 
During the afternoon colonies of 
ward strikers arrived at brief intervals, 
were voted and. skipped out to other 
wards to repeat the process.

It is to the Interests of Los Angeles 
_ That the Government Looks. 


The Overruling Necessity for a Har- 
bor Free to All. 


A Table Showing the Foreign and Do.

of San Pedro for Two 
Years, 


Los ANGELES, Sept. 2.—[To the Editor 
of Tar Tirs.] Will you permit a citi- 
zen who has given some thought to the 
matter of ‘obtaining a harbor for Los 
Angeles to contribute the result of his 
lucubrations to the current discussion 
of that question? I say ‘‘a harbor for 
Los Angeles,’’ and is this discussion it 
is well for every one, and especially 
all Los Angeles merchants and ship- 
pers, to bear in mind that it is a harbor 
for this city that the Government is pro- 


‘| posing to construct. _ The fact that here 


exists a large and growing center of 
trade with important commercial re- 
quirements which can only be served 
by a deep-water harbor capable of ac- 
commodating the largest ocean vessels 
is the sole and only reason that can be 


urged for the expending by the Gov- 


ernment 6f the large sum necessary to 
provide such a harbor upon the coast 


near this city. Hence  discuss- 
ing -the question a location 
for ‘the proposed harbor, the in- 


quiry must be: ‘What location will 
best serve the commercial interests 
of this city?” In answering this ques- 


.tion the. wishes of the inhabitants of 


San Pedro or Santa Monica—the two 
suggested locations and a couple of 
small seaside town—can and should 
have little or no weight. 

What location wil best serve the 
commercial interests of this city is the 
problem to be solved, and its solution 
should depend upon (1) availability or 
cheapness of securing the required 
harbor accommodations and*(2) oppor- 
tunity afforded for competative ‘use of 
its facilities by rival carriers of freight 
between this city and the vessels which 
may come to that harbor. 

A good deal of light may be had upon 
both points by comparing the history, 
as harbors, of the two places during the 
last dozen or more years. 

About twelve years ago the Southern 
Pacitic Company, then Re only carrier 
of freight between this city and any 
harbor, had jin operation its lines be- 
tween San Pedro and Santa Monica and 


this city. At that time there 
was a wharf at Santa Monica 
which constantly used by 


vessels engaged in the commerce of 
this part of the coast. By Government 
work carried. on between the years 
1870 and 1880, the entrance to the 
inner harbor at San Pedro had, by the 
latter year, been deepened from eight- 
een inches to ten feet at mean low 
tide. About 1880 the Southern Pacific 
Company. abandoned all attempt to 
handle ocean‘freight at Santa Monica, 
and transferred all its business of that 
kind for this city to San Pedro. As 
if to emphasize its choice of a harbor 
as final, it did not wait the destructive 
effects of time upon its Santa Monia 
wharf, but proceeded to demolish it at 
once, anf between that time and the 
year 1890 acquired and improved at 
large expense, 8000 feet of wharf 
frontage on the inner harbor of San 
Pedro, anda large water frohtage on 
the proposed outer, or deep-water har- 
bor. 

It continued to use, as the only line 


without any apparent loss to them for 
some ten years, or until 1890. 
During a portion of this period an 
enormous commerce—probably the sec- 
ond largest on the coast of this State—

Secretary Foster’s Figures Assatled 
a Populite, 


And the Answer Which the Secre- 
tary Makes Thereto. 


The Volame of Money Actually in Otren- 
lation in Various Years from 
1860 to the Present — 
Time,

PASADENA (Cal.,) Aug. 11, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of THE Times.| In THE DAILY TIMEs 
of August 11, you publish the following:

“A correspondent writes to THe TIMms: 
‘Gen. Weaver stated with much emphasis 
on Saturday night that the amount of cir-

| Was over $2,000,000,000, or $80 per cap- 


ita for the population north of Mason and 
Dixon's line, Secretary Foster sdid in his 
Ohio speech on Saturday that .there is now 
a nominal circulation of $24 per capita, 
which is the largest amount ever knowm in 
the country. Which lied? 

‘CAREFUL READER. 

[‘‘Answer. — Weaver, of course. — Ep, 
TIMEs."’} 

I take it for granted that your correspon- 
dent, ‘Careful Reader,’’ is searching after 
truth, and that vou, relying on the official 
position of Secretary Foster, took it for 
granted that a Cabinet officer, one of the 
confidential advisers of the President, 
would not misrepresent the financial con- 
dition of thé country, hence you answer 
without investigation that “Weaver of 
course”’ is the liar. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I also have been a care- 
ful reader of your paper for some timé, 
and, judging from, the course you have 
hitherto pursued, Iam convinced that you 
mean to be fair and treat everybody fairly; 
that you would not intentionally misrepre- 
sent a political enemy, andif you uninten- 
tionally did so you peeks be giad of an op- 
portunity of rightiag the hehe Hence I 
send you some stalistics and facts from 
public record, which I think will settle the 
question of veracity between Gen. Weaver 
and Secretary Fosyer, and I trust you will 
give these facts the same publicity that you 
gave to the abové clipping. ‘ ‘ 

Secretary Foster, in his report as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury forthe year 1891, 
on page 111, gives a tabulated statement, 
in which he claims to show the tdtal 
amount of money in circulation, the 
amount per capita, and the population for 
each year from 1860 to 1891inclusive. In 
this table he includes in the population 
the people of the seceded States for the 
years 1861, 1862, r863, 1864 and 1865. 
And in his distribution per capita they are 
also included. Mr. Foster knows that dur. 
ing the Rebellion our money was confined 


“to the Northern States, and any estimation 


thatincludes the people of the seceded 
Statesin the per capitacirculation, ts, to 


ay the least, misleading. 


r. Foster in this report says that the 
amount of money in circulation in 1865 was 
$714.702,995. To obtain his per capita 
circulation. for that year he divides the 
total amount of money which he says) 
in the country by 34.748,000 Dede. 
which includes all the people, negroes and 
all, in the Southern States, instead of dis- 
tributing it among the 25.000,000 of the 
Northern States. If distributed among the 
25,000,000 people in the Northern States 
it would makea per capita cigta 
$28.58, even taking Mr. Foster's figures 
for the total amount in circulation, which 
is $4.58 more than he now claims to be in 
circulation. Isit not, then, perfectly ap- 
parent that Mr. Foster is mistaken when 
he says that ‘‘$24 per capita is the largest 
circhlation. per-capita ever knowndn the 
country.” 

Secretary McCulloch, who was Secretary 
of the Treasury in 1865, in his statement 
of the Government debt and Government 
circulation dated October 51, 1865, gives 
the following items of money fn circulation: 
National bank notes.... $185,000,000.00 
State bank notes....... 65,000,000.00 
Treasury notes, green-

Ifto this we add $100,000,000 for the 
coin estimated to bein the country at that 
time,‘in bank reserves, and in circulation 
on the Pacific Coast, we find that Mr. 
Weaver's estimate of-$2,000,000,000 is 
very nearly correct. But on controverted 
questions of fact it is good policy to intro. 
duce corroborating testimony... 

Mr. John J. Knox, lag Comptroller of the 
Currency, whose ability and opportunities 
for information are surpassed by none, in a 
speech delivered before the American 
Banker's Association, at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
in October, 1887, said: *‘In August, 1865, 
the public debt amounted to $2,845,906,- 
426; and included in this huge mountain 
of indebtedness, there were $1,540,- 
000,000 of Treasury notes, either payable 
ondemand or beating interest of which 
more than $1,500,000,000 was a legal 
tender. If temporary loans, payable in 
thirty days and certificates of indebtedness, 
payable one year after date, should be in- 
cluded with Treasury notes, the whole 
would amount to considerably more than’ 
three-fifths of the $2,846,000,000 of the 
debt of the country. Of this debt there 
were $830,000,800 of legal tender seven- 
thirty notes, $217,000,000 of compougd 
interest 6 per cent. legal tender notés, 
$27,000,000 of fractional currency, and 
$433,000,000 of demand legal tender 
notes.’’ (See proceeding of Con. pp. 20-21.) 

Three-fifths of the public debt (§$2,846,- 
000,000) would give us, according to Mr. 
Knox, oyeft $1,700,000,000 of the yarious 
kinds of Government money then in circu- 
lation among the people exclusive of the 
national bank currency $185,000.000, 
State bank notes $65,000,000 and $109,- 
000,000 in coin, which swells the total cir- 
culation to a little more than the sum stated 
by Gen. Weaver. 

In March, 1874, John A. Logan, then a 
Republican Senator from Illinois, in a 
speech delivered by him in the United 
States Senate and reported in the Con- 
gressional Globe of that date, said:

Secretary Fessenden. who was Secretary 
of the Treasuryin 1864. in his report as 
Secretary of of the Treasury, dated Decem- 
ber, 6,13664, says that he cause! to be paid 
outto the sol on the fleld of these 
seven-thirty- tfeagury hotes, at one time, 
over $20,000,000, 
President Grant, in his annual message 
to Gongress December 18753, says: 
“During the last four years the currency 
has been.contracted directly by the with- 
drawal of the 3 per cent. certificates, com- 
pound interest notes and seven-thirty treas- 
ury notes outstanding on the 4th of March, 
1869, @ll of whith took the place of legal

The Facts in the 
As Tue Times did not oe re to rush

During the war the Government used 
almost every feasible means of raising 
money to carry it on. Customs duties 
were increased and internal taxes 
levied. Money was borrowed inadozen 
different ways. Besides the familiar 
legal tender notes which were issued 
and paid outin settlement of debts, 
there were the 6 per cant. twenty-year 
bonds, the five-twenties and ten-forties, 
the temporary loans, the certificates 6f 


per cent. notes, the three-year com- 
pound interest notes and the seven- 
thirties. All of these. except the legal 
tenders and fractional currency, were tn- 
terest-bearing securities. Any person 
having money to loan worlldinvest dt in 
one or the Other of these classes of se- 
curities. In this way large and small 
capitalists drew interest fromthe CGov- 
ernment upon money which it Borrowed 
from them and used to carry on the 
war. When investment securities like 
these are offered for sale, or are sgught 
by persons having money to loam the 
result is the establishment of a market 
price. The United States notes or 
greenbacks were not quotedin the mar- 
ket, because they were a. partof the 
currency of the country. All of the in- 
terest-bearing classes, on the contrary, 
except. the temporary loans, were 
bought and sold at their respective mar- 
}ket values, because they were inyest- 
ment securities and not *momey. e 
temporary loans were not generally 
traded in, because they were payable 
on demand after ten days’ notice. The 
other obligations had fixed dates of re- 
deenfability, and when ,disposed of 
by the owners before maturity 
were sold at their mafet value 
in legal tenders. The one and 
two year 5 per cent. notes and the 
compound interest notes were legal 
tender for their face value exclusive of 
interest. The former were paid out by 
the Government in settlement of its 
debts, but the bulk of the latter were 
issued in the redemption of the one 
and two year notes. The factis that 
177,000,000 of the $266,.000,000 of 
compound interest notes weré issued 
for the sole purpose of taking up the 
one and two year 5 per cent. notes. 
None of these notes were used as 
money aftér the first few weeks of their 
existence, as the interest accruing 
thereon caused them to be held as in- 
vestments. This is what Congress in- 
tehded when the notes were authorized, 
as is shown by the debates in both 
houses. . . 
The certificates of indebtedness, all 
the different issues of United States 
bonds, and the several issues of seven- 
thirty notes were ‘‘listed’’ at the stock 
exchanges of the country and were 
daily bought and sold. The temporary 
loans, the one andtwo year notes and 
the compound interest notes were not 
quoted daily like the other obligations, 
but they were held as investment secur- 
ities as the others were and changed 
hands only at some stated price above 
ar. 
‘ This statement respecting the inter- 
est-bearing obligations of the Govern- 
ment is made to show the distinction 
between investment securities and cir- 
culating paper money. It may be taken 
as an axiom that an interest-bearing 
obligation issued by a solvent govern- 
ment will not circulate as money if 
there be in existence at the same time 
in adequate quantity anf other obliga- 
tion of that government intended for 
circulation. During the war there 
were issued nearly $450,000,000 of 
United States notes, and the banks fur- 
nished a large additional amount of 
paper meney. ~The two. together con- 
stituted an adequate supply of circula- 
tion, and as they were so used no inter- 
est-bearing obligation could find similar 
employment. . . .

from history. It had made an awful 
failure. There were millions of indi- 
vidal Democrats who were good 
friends of their country in war time,

wrong. Of course it hada general de- 
sire to preserye the Union. There had 
been many bloody battles fought before 
a great number of the seccessionists. 
themseves gave. up that profession. 
The Democratic idea was that of mak- 
ing peace by submission. This was sin- 

gular, too, when the Northern Demo- 

crats found in the Charleston convention 
that the demands upon them to premise 
the use of the national authority forthe 
extension of slavery were deliberately 
unreasonable and beyond possibility of 
execution.

This storv Ihave not seen verified by 
documentary evidence, but it was 
current at the time, and made a great 
impression, and was believed to be char- 
acteristic of Logan, whose earliest use- 
fuiness«dn the war was ascribed to his 
reputation as a radical Democrat—one 
who was extreme and most violent in 
his views. It was said that he entered 
the battle of Bull Run’ with a rifle and 
fought as a volunteer. This was true 
on account especially of the personal 
--provocation he had- received at Rich- 
mond. Certainly his example was of 
immense value, as was the incident of 
the personal friendliness of Stephen A. 
Douglas to Abraham Lincoln. Douglas 
holding Lincoln's hat while he made his 
inaugural address was most. reassuring 
and had a wide-spread, wholesome in- 
fluence. The most effective war cry in 
the West was that Western men had an 
inheritance in the mouth of the Miss- 
issippi, that the land of the State of 
Louisiana was purchased by the people 
of the United States and belonged under

It will be noticed that the Farr Alpaca 
company, of Holyoke, Mass., quote double 
single warp coat linings at a lower 
rate in July, 1892, than in either of the 
previous years. The other quotations sub- 
mjtted by me are the prices at whichthe 
goods manufactured by tie five leading 
American ‘producers of women’s and chil- 
dren’s dress goods sold their product at 
the respective dates named. These qnota- 


tions show a decline in price in every case. 


These quotations refer only to domestic 
goods; but avery large proportion of the 
goods of this class consumed in the United 
Stated is produced by the domestic manu- 
facturers, who have practically the con- 
trol of the American market.

This’stntement shows that the cost 
to import the goods in question, duty and 
other charges paid, in 1887, was 44.2 cents; 
in 1888, 42.8 cents; in 1889, 41.4 cents, and 
ia 1892, 40 cents per yard. This would 
seem to clearly establish the fact that for 
‘mass of womén’s and children’s 
cods uséd in the United States the 
te mrss down in New York to the import- 
er is less today than it was prior to tariff 
changes. 

In regard tothe price of astrakhans there 
is very little to be said. The demand for 
this fabric is extremely limited, and fluc- 
tuations in the price are of very little im- 
portance to the one of the country. I 
have, however, been furnished with sam- 
ples and a price list of astrakhans of do- 
mestic manufacture by the Goodall Wor- 
sted company, of Sanford, Me. This list 
shows that tke’ company referred to sells 
54-inch astrakhans, 50 ounces in weight, at 
$3.63 per yard net to their customers, or at 
97 cents per yard less than the cost of im- 
porting similar goods, as reported by Mr. 
McKeever.

thority of Charles 8. Landers, of Landers, 
Frary & Clarke, of New Britain, Conn., 
large table cutlery manufacturers, that 
the prices on the entire line of goods manu- 
factured by them are at least 74 per cent. 
lower now than they were in October, 
1890, and that ‘no advance has taken place 
since that time. I will print Mr. Landers’ 
letter in The Record. 

In regard to the price of pocket cutlery 
I have received a letter from Mr. W. F. 
Rockwell, of Miller Brothers’ Cutlery 
company, ‘whieh contains the following 
statement: 


“As to prices on » American pocket cut- 
lery, many patterns have not been ad- 
vanced at all, Several styles that have 
been sold below actual cost have been ad- 
vanced so they now pay a smal! profit. 

“The average advances do not exceed 10 . 
per cent. tothe jobbing trade. The mar- 
gin.of profit between the jobber and con- 
sumer was sufficient, so there was no rea- 
son or pecessity of advancing the price to 
the consumer, and it has not been done. 

“The wages of pocket cutlery workers 


have beén advanced from 5 per cent, to 23- 
per cent. in the different operations. One 
of the oldest foremen in-the country esti- 
mates that the advances which have been 
made in wages, together with the more 
steady work given the men, will furnish 
them at least an average of 20 per cent. 
more annual income. 

- “Many of the factories have more than 
doubled their capacity in buildings and 
machinery, and all of them show increased 
production. The gain in output of course 
reduces incidental expenses. 

“The fact that the value of the pocket 
cutlery imported last year, with the duty 
added, so elosely approximates the amount 
made here shows the conditions of com pe- 
tition pretty accurately adjust 

[The senator here analyzed the oft quoted 
statisticd’of Mr. J. Schoenhof and others in 
regard to the greater efficiency and conse- 
quently greater cheapness of American

Protective duties levied in this manner 
have but ane purpose and can have but one 
effect—tbat is, to protect America. labor 
and to maintain the existing high level of 
wages and earnings 6f American workmen, 
When such duties are removed or reduced 
below the protective point-labor receives 
-the fall force of the blow, 

This rule for fixing rates should only ap- 
ply, however, to articles in the production 
of which the United States has equal nat- 
ural advantages with other countries. As. 
a protectionist I believe that the United 
States cannot afford, having in view the 
most rapid development of her great re- 
sources, to levy duties upon articles in the 
production of which other cduntries have 
permanent natural advantages. Such arti- 
cles sbould be admitted free. 

From this point of view much valuable 
time has been wasted in the collection and 
discussion of statistics in regard tosacalled 
total labor cost of production, Most of 
these statistics leave out of the computa 
tion sums paid for clerical service, for su- 

neg ce” for taxes and insurance, for 

bor in repairs and materials and all the 
great mass of ineidental expenses which go 
to make up the dost of doing business and 
the ultimate cost of production. These-all 
represent labor or services. The éums col- 
lected for taxes, for instance, go to pay 
school teachers, firemen, policemen, tax 
assessors, collectors and various other em- 
ployces in the public service. All the es 
sential elements in the cost of production 
can be reduced to an expenditure for labor 
or services in some form, and labor cost of 


production and total cost of product are :

Among the many remark 
made by the senator from Missouri in his 
speech of June 2, I find the following: 

-“T am prepared to show by irrefutable 
testimony that never in the history of this 
country hasthere been such disturbance 
of labor, never such hostile and inimica! 
relations between employer and employee, 
never such prostration of agricultural in- 
terests, never such a limiting and nafrow- 
ing of foreign markets, never such disaster 
brought about in so short a time as by this 
infamous legislation,”

leged strikes, lockonuts and wage reductions 
compiled by Hon. John De Witt for the 
New York World, covering the time from 
Dec. 4, 1890, to June 18, 1802. He says 
seventy-seven strikes occurred in that time.

The number reported in 1890 is 798, being 
more than ten times as many in this single 
year as reported by» Mr. Warner for the 
eightecn months covered by his statistics, 
Available statistics show that in Great 
Britain, the paradise of tariff reformers, 
3,164 strikes occurred in 1889. The British 
board of trade officially-report 1,028 strikes 
in 1890, with 392, 9$1 persons involved in 738 
of these 

It will be seen: by acomparison of the 
relative number and importance of strikes 
in the United States and in Great Britain 
for the year 1800 that the number was 
much greater in-the latter country, and 
that the number of persons involved was 
more than three times as great in propor- 
tion to the number of persons engaged in 


‘useful occupations in the respective coun- 


tries. 

In the recent strike in the Durham (Eng- 
lish) district 100,000 coal miners went out 
and remajned idle from March 12 to June 
1, when they accepted a reduction of 10 per 
cent. in wages. This.strike involved the 
closing down of 100 blast furnaces in addi- 
tion tothe suspension of mining operations, 
_ The statistics submitted by the senator 
from Missouri confirm in a striking man- 
ner the judgment of every intelligent ob- 
server that there has been a remarkable 
freedom from strikes and labor troubles in 
this country since the passage of the tariff 
act of 1800. It can be said that at no time 
in the history of the country has labor been 
sO constantly and profitably employed 
and at such satisfactory wages as in the 
period referred to. No person in the Unit- 
ed States with the capacity and willing- 
ness to work is out of employment. 

It is true that a reduction of wages has 
taken place in a: limited number of estab- 
lishments prodgcing iron and steel; but 
the fact. should not be overlooked that even 
with this reduction the average wages are 
still much higher than in any of the other 
great industries. The earnings. in some 
departments are. exceptionally yer for 
instance, the average net earnings of bar 
rollers in all the Pittsberg mills. ix $15. 25 
per day, and the net earnings in wire rod 
rolling are even higher than this. 

It is perhaps proper that I should say a 


word in regard to’ the condition and earn- — 


ings. of the operatives in Rhode Island. 
That they do not work for a miserable pit- 
tance is shown by a ‘statement which I 
submit and will have printed in The Rec- 
ord. of the relative wages paid in a cotton 
mill in Rhode Island and one in Oldham, 
England, showing the much greater wages 
in Rhode Island. The mills have each 
about 68,000 spindles and make the same 
kind of goods. 

Instead of working at “starvation 
wages’ the working people of my state 
are enabled from their earnings to live as 
welland as comfortably as any similar 


-+elass of people in the world; and their 


savings, averaging nearly €1,000 for each 
family, deposited in the saving banks of 


‘the state, furnish the best evidence of 


their prosperous and satisfactory condi 
tion. These savings, accumulated since 


of the United States, are greater per capita, 
I believe, than those of any other indus- 
trial community in the world. 

[The senator here read letters from 8S. N. 


| D. North, secretary of the American As- 


sociation of Wool Manufacturers, and cited 
much other eridence showing that the 
Warner list of strikes was grossly exag- 
gerated, the same instance being set down 
several times.

‘In no elass of people in the United States 
bas the improvement in condition been so 
marked as in the farmers during the period 
under consideration. 

The prices received for farm products 
subsequent to the passage of tho act of 1890 
show an average increase on all crops of 
18.67 per cent. The percentage of increase 
on many important articles—corn, for in- 
stance, at 47 per cent,—was greatly above 
this average. : 

It will be seen by an examination of the 
report of the com:n that the advance 
in the average price of all cereals, the com- 
putation being made according to their 
relative importance, was 83.59 per cent.
